On that date the daily and weekly 
newspapers of Texas join hands to 
open their iwn central office with a 
full-time staff of experienced press 
association workers in charge. 
Texas Press Association directors 
have contracted with Vernon T San­ 
ford, for 13 years secretary-manager 
of the Oklahoma Press Association, 
to manage the T e x a s association | 
Officials of the rexas organization 
are now endeavoring lo locate office 
headquarters in Dallas. 
Said Fulks, “Our central office will! 
issue information bulletins to the! 
newspapers, serve as an employment 
bureau for newspaper workers, look 
after the legislative interests of the 
publications, represent our news­ 
paper in the sale of political and 
state advertising, and arrange our 
convention programs.” 


The TPA president also stated that

of a promotion program for Texas 
will he announced as soon as the 
centra! office can complete arrange­ 
ments with other interested groups 
and individuals who want to see the 
great state of Texas grow greater an I 
gee j‘c r.”

When direct negotiations failed, the 
leaders of these three unions refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 
Mediation Board to attempt to settle the 
dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to firing about a settlement. The 
Board on January 15, 1948, announced 
its inability to reach a mediation settle­ 
ment. The leaders of the unions rejecter! 
the request of the Mediation Board to 
arbitrate. The railroads accepted.
